ORDINANCES FOR FIRST READING
 

Bill No. 9-2006 – Moved by Ms. Kim seconded by Ms. Williams.  An Ordinance 
amending Title 3 of the Codified Ordinances of the City of Harrisburg, Public Safety 
Code, by creating a uniform penalty provision for the General Offenses Subtitle and 
adding a Neighborhood Mitigation Penalty thereto.

Bill No. 10-2006 – Moved by Ms. Roberts seconded by Ms. Kim.  An Ordinance urging 
the State Legislature to pass Senate Bill 602 and/or House Bill 1489 of 2005, urging local 
business owners to voluntarily develop and enforce non-smoking policies in their 
establishments, and adding Chapter 6-331 to the Codified Ordinances of the City of 
Harrisburg, entitled “Smoke Free Air Law” which prohibits smoking in all buildings and 
facilities that are owned, leased or operated by the City of Harrisburg.
